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PREFACE. 


The  following  genealogical  record  of  the  descendants  of  Luther 
Foster,  Senior,  was  compiled  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Julius  Mul- 
ford  Foster,  long  a  resident  of  Chili,  South  America.  During  a 
recent  visit  to  the  United  States  he  expressed  a  strong  desire  to 
know  more  of  his  family  history,  and  requested  the  writer  to 
gather  for  him  such  information  as  he  could  obtain. 

In  compliance  with  his  request,  a  correspondence  was  opened 
with  living  descendants  of  Luither  Foster,  Senior,  'the  results  of 
which  are  herein  recorded.

Funeral  services  were  held  Fri- 
day for  Dr.  James  Foster  Scott  at 
his  home  near  McLean,  Va.,  known 
as  "Kalokagathon,"  the  Greek  term 
for  the  Greek  Ideal  of  the  "Good 
and  the  Beautiful  and  True"  which 
Dr.  Scott  made  the  principle  of 
his  life.  Dr.  Scott  died  on  Wednes- 
day, February  20,  following  an  op- 
eration at  the  Emergency  Hospital. 
A  physical  culturist  at  83,  Dr. 
Scott  was  cuting  down  trees  only 
a  few.days  before,  as  was  his  daily 
exercise,  together  with  shooting  the 
rapids  in  his  boat  in  the  Potomac 
below  his  house  on  the  hill.  His 
death  came  before  he  was  able  to 
complete  his  writing  and  he  left  in 
a  fireproof  safe  the  product  of 
nearly  50  years  of  study  and  re- 
search intended  for  publication  as 
a  series  of  works  on  philosophy. 
For  over  30  years,  Dr.  Scott  had 
lived  near  McLean,  where  he  was 
sometimes  called  the  "Hermit  of 
Scott's  Island,"  an  island  he  had 
bought  in  the  Potomac,  upon  which 
he  built  a  house.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  Karen  Gram  Scott,  but 
had  no  children:  At  the  funeral, 
were  two  cousins,  Esther  Foster^ 
who  is  assistant  editor  of "tIie"Triag- 
azine  Yachting  in  New  York,  and 
Helen  Foster  Snow  an  author  who 
Has  publishe'd'fo'ur'DooTcs  on  China 
and  Korea  and  who  is  the  wife  of 
Edgar  Snow,  foreign  correspondent 
and  an  editor  on  the  Saturday  Eve- 
ning Post.  Dr.  Scott  is  the  last  in 
America  of  the  grandchildren  of 
Josiah  Hedges  Foster,  a  manufact- 
urer of  Milford,  Pa.,  for  whom 
Foster  Hill  was  named,  overlooking 
the  Delaware.  There  his  mother, 
Jane  Foster  Scott,  was  born.  She 
was  a  noted  educator,  and  student

India.  She  started  WSod.'^tock  Col- 
lege at  Landour  and  wa.s  its  prin- 
cipal until  her  death.  She  and  her 
husband  lie  buried  side  by  side  at 
Dehra  Doon,  having  (Cone  throufth 
the  India  Mutiny  tob^ether  and 
having  .spent  many  year.-^  in  India. 

James  Foster  Seott  was  born  in 
India  at  Futteguhr,  .50  miles  from 
AKra.  on  January  22,  1863.  His 
closest  surviving  relatives  arc  the 
Fosters  of  Chile,  where  his  moth- 
er's brother,  Julius  Mulford  Fos- 
ter, of  Milford,  carried  on  a  large 
milling  business  and  left  numerous 
descendants.  His  son,  Manuel  Fos- 
ter, of  Chile,  is  one  of  the  noted 
lawyers  of  South  America  and 
cabled  condolences.  Dr.  ScottS" 
father  was  the  Rev.  James  Lonfj 
Scott   a    Presbyterian   minister. 

James  Foster  Scott  attended 
Hastings  Academy  in  Philadelphia 
and  took  an  A.B.  at  Yale  in  1884, 
where  he  was  an  athlete,  rowed  on 
the  varsity  crew  and  developed  a 
great  love  of  rivers  and  boats  that 
he  kept  throughout  his  life.  The 
book  written  about  him,  Sour- 
dough Gold,  by  Mary  Lee  Davns, 
published  in  1933,  tells  chiefly  of 
his  lone  trip  down  the  Yukon  in  a 
small  boat  in  IS'JS.  He  piloted  his 
boat  over  the  famous  White  Horse 
Rapids  and  other  dangerous  places 
in  Alaska,  well  known  to  explor- 
ers and  travellers. 

Dr.  Scott  received  an  M.B.  and 
CM.  from  Edinburgh  University 
and  later  an  M.D.  taking  post-grad- 
aate  at  Vienna.  For  three  years 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Volunteer 
Medical  Staff  Corps  of  the  British 
army.  He  spent  three  year  in  the 
British  West  Indies.  At  the  age  of 
27  he  was  made  head  of  the  Colum- 
bia Hospital  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
and  was  elected  vice  president  of 
the  Medical  Society.  He  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  most  brilliant 
young  doctors  in  the  profession 
and  wrote  a  medical  book  at  this 
time  which  is  still  quoted  by  au- 
thorities. At  the  height  of  this 
early  success  and  in  the  midst  of 
a  brilliant  career  and  fashionable 
life  in  Washington  Dr.  Scott  as- 
tonished his  friends  by  giving  it 
up  and  going  to  the  wilds  of  the 
Yukon,  after  which  he  lived  a  re- 
tired life  in  the  Virginia  woods 
and  rowing  his  beloved  Potomac. 
As  the  book  Sourdough  Gold  ex- 
plains: he  did  not  care  to  be  a 
distinguished  gentleman  with  a 
silky  bedside  manner  but  set  out  to 
find  the  real  man  beneath  all  the 
over-education  he  had  received. 
Friends  and  neighbors  say  that  no 
two  people  were  ever  more  ideally 
happy  than  Dr.  Scott  and  his  wife 
in   their   "Kalokagathon"   retreat. 

Dr.  Scott  was  one  of  the  last  of 
the  old  individualists  of  the  "Story 
of   San    Micheic"    type,   who    lived  | 


He  wrote  many  volumes  of 
manuscripts  on  philosophy,  w'th 
special  emphasis  on_  ethics  and 
rhristianity.  This  interest  he  de- 
rived partly  from  his  mother's  peo- 
pie.   the    Foster:

Christopher  Foster  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  native  of  Long 
Island.  We  know  that  some  of  his  children  were  born  and  mar- 
ried there. 

Luther  Foster,  Sr.,  was  the  youngest  son  of  Christopher  Fos- 
ter, and  the  ininiediate  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  family. 
He  was  born  in  South  Hampton,  Long  Island,  and  married  Ruth 
Hedges  of  East  Hampton.  He  moved  to  Montague,  N.  J.,  where 
he  resided  seven  years  and  where  the  elder  children  were  born. 
Thence  he  moved  to  Danby,  N.  Y.,  and  finally  to  Warsaw,  N.  Y., 
arriving  at  the  latter  place  in  1823  and  settling  on  a  partially 
improved  farm  on  the  west  hill,  3%  miles  from  the  village.  Most 
of  his  family  went  with  him  or  soon  followed. 

!Silas,  his  eldest  son,  settled  in  the  village,  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  and  raised  a  large  family,  five  of  whom  are 
now  living

J'Osiah  removed  from  Montague,  N.  J.,  his  native  place,  to 
Milford,  Pa.,  where  he  conducted  a  large  business  and  spent  the 
remaining  days  of  his  life.  His  oldest  son,  Julius  Mulford,  went 
to  Chili,  Souith  America,  in  early  life,  where  he  engaged  in  ex- 
tensive business  transactions  and  married  into  one  of  the  lead- 
in  families  of  the  Republic.  The  members  of  his  numerous 
family  are  distinguished  for  the  great  learning  and  intelligence 
of  the  men,  and  beauty  of  the  women.  One  son  is  judge  of  a 
court  (a  life  position),  another  is  at  this  time  Secreitary  of  War. 
They  are  connected  by  marriage  and  consanguinity  with  wealthy 
and  influential  families.

Mrs.  Scott  took  up  the  crowning  work  of  her  life  in  1877 
w'hen  she  returned  to  Landour,  India,  and  established  so  suc- 
cessfully Woodstock  School,  a  lasting  memorial  to  her  Christian 
devotion  and  to  her  great  abilities.

N.  Y.     Their  sister,  Mrs.  Hettie  Terry,  resides  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y. 

Heltty  married  Robert  Barnett  of  Warsaw,  N.  Y.  She  had  one 
son,  Robert  Barnett,  Jr.,  who  enlisted  August  11,  1862,  in  Co. 
D,  130th  N.  Y.  Infantry.  After  serving  about  one  year  as  in- 
fantry the  regiment  was  transferred  to  cavalry  and  took  the 
name  of  the  First  New  York  Dragoons,  so  when  he  was  dis- 
charged he  was  a  member  of  Co.  D,  First  Regiment,  New  York 
Dragoons.   He  lost  his  leg  by  reason  of  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  knee 
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joint,  received  in  action  at  Strasburg,  Va.,  October  14,  1864; 
was  d'ischarged  at  David's  Island,  New  York,  August  29,  1865. 
The  shattered  bone  has  never  healed  completely  and  has 
caused  much  suffering  during  all  the  subsequent  years.  Robert 
still  resides  in  Warsaw,  N.  Y. 

In  company  with  others,  he  had  been  sent  on  a  cavalry  skir- 
mish, and  did  not  realize  the  wound  he  had  received  until  faint 
from  loss  of  blood.  It  was  a  case  of  "  life  or  limb."  The  sac- 
rifice O'f  the  parentis  and  son,  and  the  great  patriotism  they 
showed,  both  when  the  "  call  to  arms "  came  and  when  the 
terrors  of  war  were  realized,  are  incidents  in  the  history  of 
our  family,  which  show  its  greatness  and  its  worth. 

Julius  received  a  clerical  education,  graduating  from  Hamil- 
ton college  in  1833,  and  from  Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
in  1837.  He  entered  the  nuinistry.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Pres- 
byterian church  in  Towanda,  Pa.,  from  the  time  of  his  gradu- 
ation until  his  death. 

His  son,  Julius,  Jr.,  is  a  resident  of  Bayhead,  N.  J.  Most  of  his  fam- 
ily are  living  at  home.  Edward  will  graduate  from  Le  High  University 
in  June  next.     Walter  is  in  a  bank  at  Point  Pleasant,  N.  J. 

His  daughter,  Mary  Brunette,  graduated  from  the  Young 
Ladies'  Seminary  at  Freehold,  N.  J.,  in  1867.  She  founded  a 
young  ladies'  school  at  Barnegat,  N.  J.,  and  was  its  principal  for 
three  years. 

After  her  marriage  to  Rev.  Ham'ill  Nassau,  she  sailed  directly 
for  Africa  to  engage  in  missionary  work  with  her  husband. 

She  lived  but  three  years,  sacrificing  her  noble  life  in  carry- 
ing the  Gospel,  which  she  and  her  father  loved,  to  those  born  in 
darkness.  She  left  a  daughter,  who  resides  in  Bay  Head,  New 
Jersey. 

Luther,  Jr.,  remained  on  the  homestead  farm,  raised  a  large 
family  and  lost  Ms  life  by  accident  at  the  age  of  66.  Casson,, 
his  eldest  son,  settled  in  Iowa,  where  he  died  at  the  age  of  48. 
His  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Foster  Douglas,  is  living  in  Oxford, 
Iowa.  She  has  two  children.  His  son,  Luther  A.  Foster,  gradu- 
ated from  'a  Western  university,  married  and  is  now  practicing 
law  in  Mutual,  Oklahoma.  The  two  other  sons,  George,  and  Wil- 
liam who  is  married,  are  also  residing  in  Mutual.  The  former 
deals  in  real  estate  and  has  farming  interests;  the  latter  has  a 
furniture  establishment.  The  youngest  daughter,  Maud  Foster 
Hall,  is  living  in  Mutual  and  has  two  children. 

Roxia  A.  married  and  lived  many  years  in  Canada.  She  is  now 
a  widow  and  lives  with  her  son.  Dr.  Van  Slyke.in  Hancock,  Mich. 
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Josiali  Hedges  and  Charles  Herbert  remained  on  the  home- 
stead farm  after  their  father's  death.  The  former  died  at  53, 
the  latter  at  5  6  years  of  age. 

Sidney  and  Samuel  are  living  on  adjoining  farms  in  Pigeon, 
Michigan.     Their  children  are  also  living  in  the  same  town. 

The  sisters,  Eliza  Jane,  Mary  Dayton  and  Hetty  Sophronia, 
rented  the  homestead  after  Herbert's  death  and  moved  to  the 
village,  where  Mary  has  since  died. 

Fannie  Parthenia  married  E.  B.  Everingham  and  is  a  resident 
of  Warsaw. 


Solon  joined  the  Mormons  at  the  age  of  19  and  went  with  them 
to  Nauvoo,  thence  to  Salt  Lake,  where  he  died  at  about  86  years 
of  age.  He  married  and  had  seven  children,  two  of  whom,  Wil- 
liam and  Charles,  are  now  living  in  Salt  Lake  Ciity,  Utah. 


Ruith  Emeline  marnied  Zera  Tanner,  Jr.,  of  Warsaw,  and  had 
one  son,  Captain  Z.  L.  Tanner,  U.  S.  Navy,  Retired.  After  her 
husband's  death  sne  remained  a  widow  twenty-six  years.  For 
her  second  husband  she  married  Deacon  John  Munger  of  Warsaw. 
After  his  death  she  married  Oliver  Cleveland.  She  remained  a 
resident  of  V/arsaw,  where  she  died  on  the  23d  of  July,  1906, 
aged  93  years  and  two  months. 

Her  son,  Captain  Z.  L.  Tanner,  married  Helen,  eldest  daugh- 
ter of  Hon  C.  B.  Benedict  of  Attica,  N.  Y.,  and,  with  his  wife 
and  daugther,  Rmth,  now  resides  In  Washington,  D.  C. 


Phoebe  Dayton,  the  youngest  child  of  Luther  Foster,  Sr., 
married  Dr.  Ethan  E.  Bartlett,  and  had  eight  children,  three  of 
whom  survive.  Celinda  E.  is  living  in  Warsaw,  N.  Y.  Floyd 
Julius,  her  youngest  son,  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1882; 
he  married  Mary  Kate,  the  daughter  of  L.  A.  Hay  ward,  of  War- 
saw, N.  Y.,  and  Is  now  principal  of  the  Academic  High  School 
In  Auburn,  N.  Y.     He  has  three  children.

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Captain  Zera  Luther  Tanner,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for 
these  records,  died  December  16,  1906,  at  his  home  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  afiter  a  short,  but  severe  illness.  Comparatively 
little  remained  to  be  done  in  putting  the  data  he  had  gathered 
in  their  present  form,  and  this  responsibility  was  gladly  under- 
taken at  ithe  request  of  Mrs.  Tanner.
